In- 
stead of the Band being precise in iti 
ensemble, it ia loose and ragged — the 
cornets playins one time, the middle 
iuijtiauiKius anoiher, anil the basses 
yet another. The same may be sntd 
about the expression marks, to say 
no'ihinj; of the mere nieehQnicaljrier- 
iormance -.vliich this entails. 
. It is the Bandmaster's duty to pilot 
his men through a piece ot music, to 
keep the plsying IovkI, expressional, 
arid ill time nnd tun*. li woiiid np. 
."Rd is, inipossibie iur cveu iiie best 
Conductors to produse these efiect^, 
iralesa they have the undivided attnn- 
tion o! their men. 

When playing (nnd the same apiJies 
to singing), those taking pnrt should 
hnvi. CjEs snd caia only ior itieir 
music and the Conductor. Unless 
this is the ease, it is impossible to 
miike. any impression "n the congre- 
patiori. T£ a Bandsviiiiii is iooKirtg up 
ni i.l\e ceiling, admiring the esquisita 
pnlnring, or a lister is smiling at a
